Fireman-paramedic plan

GRANITE CITY — A proposal 
to eventually make all city fire- 
men paramedics is facing oppo- 
sition. 

The proposal, recommended 
by 6th Ward Alderwoman Judy 
Whitaker, chairwoman of the 
City Council’s Fire, Water and 
Ambulance Committee, would 
require all new fire department 
employees to be qualified para- 
medics within three years of 
being hired. 

The requirement would: be a 
condition of employment and an 
employee could be. fired if the 
condition was. not met. 

The city would pay for the 
reer ee needtar te 
repare for ani ea param\ 
ic’s test. The. training would be 
taken by the employees while on 

duty. 
ny would cost the city about 


$9,000 to train a new fireman as 
a paramedic. But the cost would 
be much less if the-new employ- 
ees were already trained as 
emergency medical technicians. 
“It’s an opportunity to 
upgrade the fire department,”’

Many city. firemen already 
have EMT certification, which 
requires less training than is 
required for paramedics. The 
proposal would not affect cur- 
rent employees (EMTs and non-

Between 200,000 and 1 million 
Americans use cocaine. That 
cocaine use is increasing is prov- 
en by statistics that show at 
least 629 people'died in the Unit- 
ed States from cocaine use in 
1985, triple the number of deaths 
that occurred in 1981. 

Besides the fact that it is ille- 
gal, there are numerous hazards 
associated with the use of 
cocaine. Cocaine must be pur- 
chased on the street, which 
means there is no control over 
quality. 

Cocaine usually. is cut or-adul- 
terated with a variety of sub- 
stances. Sometimes sugar is 
used, but occasionally caffeine, 
lidocaine, or Novocain are put 
into the cocaine; almost any- 
thing can be added. 

Sometimes several cuts are 
made by different dealers, so 
that the effect of several other 
materials may be added to those 
of the cocaine. 

The main cause of death in 
cocaine users appears to be con 
striction of the blood vessels 


near the heart and repression of 
some heart enzymes, which 
causes Victims’ hearts to stop 
beating. 

But the most insidious feature 
of cocaine abuse is that it 
destroys the pleasure centers of 
the brain. Cocaine stimulates 
those pleasure centers, causing a 
euphoria that prompts users to 
take more of the drug and inflict 
further damage on the brain. 

If a person becomes a chronic 
user of cocaine, a point will be 
reached where the sensation of 
pleasure can no longer be expe- 
rienced in normal life. It simply 
is gone. Chronic cocaine users 
seldom smile or laugh, tending 
to look expressionless and zom- 
bie-like because their. pleasure 
centers have been destroyed. 

The lethal hazards of cocaine 
use are bad enough, but the loss 
of the joy and zest for life is 
most bothersome. People would 
not let themselves lose the sense 
of pleasure if they knew that 
was the price to be paid for 
long-term abuse. 

The sense of preasure has 
been taken from ineir lives and 
their futures are bleak.

by the fact that Locks 24 and 25, 
on the upper Mississippi, han- 
dled more than their traditional 
share of the load and registered 
increases of 25 percent (7.1 MT). 
This is partially attributed to 
traffic on the Illinois River being 
all but fully halted for a period 
of several weeks while renova- 
tion work was carried out on 
that river’s locks 

Traffic transiting the Alton 
locks, historically, has been 
about evenly divided between 
the upper Mississippi River and 
Illinois River, with a slight edge 
to the Illinois (plus about 3 MT 
locally generated). In 1987, the 
upper Mississippi contributed 
about 55 percent of the combined 
traffic. 
—The picture was quite different 
on the Kaskaskia River in 1987. 
Although grain shipments 
showed a-large percentage gain 
(55 percent), this reflects only 
170,000 tons of cargo. 

Total shipments on the Kas- 
kaskia (3.06 MT) were down 
nearly 23 percent. 





















GRANITE CITY — Water- 
borne commerce, on the Missis- 
sippi River passing through the 
St. Louis area, showed a sub- 
stantial increase in 1987 com- 
pared to 1986. 

Tonnages locked through U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers Locks 
27 at Granite City totaled slight- 
ly more than 78 million tons. 
This represents an increase of 
9.7 million tons, or 14 percent, 
from 1986. 

The 1987 Granite City total 

was just 2.7 million tons (MT) 

less in-the record year of 1983- 
The bulk of the increase came 

from a 10.2 million ton rise in 

grain shipments, which was 
slightly offset by a 0.7 MT 
decrease in chemicals_

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Public aid still tops state spending 


SPRINGFIELD — The 
Department of Public Aid’s 
share of state spending has 
dfopped in each of the last five 
years and yet the department 
still spends more annually than 
any other state agency, Comp- 
troller Roland Burris said. 

‘Burris said efforts by the 
department to ‘‘break the pover- 
ty, cycle’’ played a role in the 
percentage decrease in the 
department’s share of state 
spending. 

‘He also noted that in recent 
yéars public aid recipients have 
not received cost-of-living 
increases, thus helping the 
department to hold down costs. 

Burris said Illinois ranks sev- 
enth in, per capita annual earn- 
ings for 1986. = 

In his report on the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid, Burris said 
department spending of $3.2 bil- 
lion in fiscal 1987-represented 
28:2 percent of all General Funds 
expenditures in FY 87. Public 
Aid spending has increased 
sharply in the last decade, up 
from $1.1 billion in fiscal 1977. 

However, in each of the last 
five fiscal yeas, the depart- 
ment’s share of the state’s Gen- 
eral Funds expenditures has 
decreased. 

In fiscal 1983, Public Aid 
accounted for 33.5 percent of 
General Funds spending. In 1934 
through 1987, the percentages of 
General Funds spending for pub- 
lic aid were, respectively, 30.7, 
30,3, 29.3 and 28.2 percent. 

While other financial impacts 
may have contributed to the per- 
centage decreasé in public. aid

Among the steps needed to 
pay off the loan due on Feb. 1 is 
requiring state universities to 
usé their tuition income rather, 
than state general revenue funds 
to cover their expense’ in Febru- 
ary, Burris 

He and state budget director 
Robert Mandeville said universi- 
ty officials agreed to that plan to 
alléviate the state’s overall cash 
flow crunch 


Jthough the universities get § 


nflux of tuition income dur- 
they normally 
invest most of it initially to reap 
interest earnings. 

Burris said Te has asked the 
governor to authorize transfer of 
surplus money in -special 
accbunts, such as those used for 
financing county fairs and for 
collecting special traffic fine sur- 
charges, into the general reve- 
nue fund to help pay off the 
loan. 

Transfer of Sonera funds to 
pay other bonded debt charges 
will have to be halted at the end 
of this month, Burris said. There 
will still be enough money ‘to 
meet the -state’s obligations on 
the bonds without the transfer, 
he added. 

The $100 million was borrowed 
at 4 percent interest last year 
from the First National Bank of 
Chicago. Some legislative lead- 
ers, 
D-Alton, House majority leader, 
argued in June that the state 
should just roll over the loan for 
another year. But Gov. James 
Thompson insisted that the loan 
be repaid and the state take 
steps to get out of debt. 

Although deficit spending by 
state government is barred by 
the state constitution, it is per- 
mitted for short periods under 
the “Casual Deficits. Act.” That 
law permits the governor, trea- 
surer and comptroller to 
approve seeking short-term loans 
from banks for up to a year. 

Burris said state government 
cash flow problems will continue 
until at-least spring. 

At the end: of December, the 
state had a backlog of $260 mil- 
lion in bills, he said. That 
includes $150 _million still owed 
in tax refunds from last year,

The department has been instru- 
mental in the enforcement of 
child support payments. It has 
worked to locate absent parents, 
obtain and enforce legal support 
orders and collect support pay- 
ments. Between fiscal 1978 and 
fiscal 1987 there has been an 
increase of callections from $10.1 
million to $100 million.

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Fish oil claims untrue 


Fish oil neither prevents nor 
slows development of coronary 
artery disease, despite claims to 
the contrary and multimillion- 


. dollar sales of fish oil capsules, 


according to a researcher at the 
University of Illinois Hospital, 
Chicago. 

“My message to consumers is 
‘save your money.” Fish oil cap- 
sules can have an effect on the 
blood similar to that of aspi- 
rin — both protect blood plate- 
lets and inhibit clotting. Howev- 
er, neither product prevents 
coronary heart disease,. and 
about 20 fish* oil capsules are 
necessary to achieve the same 
effect as one aspirin,” said car- 
diologist Stuart Rich. He is also 
associate professor of medicine 
at—the University— ef IHinois—at 
Chicago (UIC) 

In the most definitive study of 
fish oil to date, Rich and investi- 
gators William Lands, a UIC bio- 
chemist, and Seymour Glagov, a 
pathologist at the—University of 
Chicago, bred “and tested 28 
rabbits with a genetic defect 
that makes the animals prone to 
the same kind of coronary 
artery disease that afflicts 
humans. 

This disease, atherosclerosis, 
causes a buildup of cellular 
material and cholesterol in the 
arteries, gradually reducing and 
eventually blocking blood flow to 
the heart muscle. 

Progression of the disease in 
both the rabbits that consumed-a 
regular diet and those given an 
added supplement of fish oil was 
exactly the same, Rich said-in 
presenting results of the year- 
long study at recent national 
meetings of the American Heart

Association in Anaheim, Calif. 

Support for the project came 
from the Chicago Heart Associa- 
tion and the Bane Charitable 
Trust, administered through 
uUIc. 

“We studied two to three 
times more rabbits for a longer 
period of time than other scien- 
tists who have done previous 
work on fish oil,’ Rich said. One 
rabbit year is equivalent to 10 
human years. 

Rich admitted that he was 
surprised to discover fish oil had 
no protective effect against ath- 
erosclerosis. 

“Observations of certain fish- 
eating populations like the Eski- 
mos indicate these groups have 
a much lower risk of heart dis 
ease. 

“Although no direct studies 
have been done to compare the 
results of autopsies with the con- 
sumption of fish, the presump- 
tion has been that something in 
the fish oil must serve as a _pro- 
tective element,”” he said. 

“In reality, the absence of 
beef and dairy products in the 
fish eater’s diet, not the fish 
itself, may prove to be the pri- 
mary reason why an individual 
is less likely to develop heart 
disease. Beef and dairy products 
are rich in cholesterol and ani- 
mal fat, dietary factors known to 
enhance a person's risk of coro- 
nary artery disease. 

“The notion that we can stay 
healthy by adding some fish oil 
to our diets — rather than mak- 
ing the effort to restrict our con- 
sumption- of beef and other ani 
mal products — is an attractive 
one,” Rich Said. “Unfortunately, 
it does not appear to be true.”’ 
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Governor signs Illinois Nursing Act.

James 
Thompson signed the compro- 
mise Ilinois Nurse Practice Act.

The definitions of nursing and 
educational requirements remain 
the-same as those in the prior 
Nurse Practice Act. 

The Llinois Nurses’ Associa- 
tion, the Illinois Hospital Associ- 
ation’s Nurse Executives, criti 
cal-eare—nurses, operating reonr 
nurSes, emergency department 
nurses, nurse practitioners and 
other professional organizations 
sought to upgrade the entry into 








nursing to that of associate 
degree and baccalaureate. 

The opposing legislative 
efforts of the junior colleges, the 
Illinois Hospital Association’ and 
the Department of Registration 
and Eduéation succeeded in 
stopping this advancement for 
nursing in Illinois. 

Another point is that the Com- 
mittee of Nurse Examiners’ 
name has been changed to the 
Committee on Nursing. The com- 
mittee has retained a power 
base ° 

The educational and work 
experience requirements of 
nurses serving on the committee 
have changed. The committee's 
responsibilities and authority are 
clearly stated. Registration and 
Education's ,bill had tried to 
strip the committee of power 
and enhance the power of the 
director-of the-department. 

This is a significant victory 
for nursing. Likewise, the bill 
directs the director of the

When ‘the weather

When ‘the temperature drops 
beldw freezing and the wind-chill 
factor is below zero, the best 
thing to do is stay indoors. 

For most people, however, 
leaving the house is a nec y, 
regardless of the weather. We 
must go to work or school, pur- 
chase groceries and make other 
treks into the freezing winter 
weather. 

Qh those occasions, you should 
be sure to dress properly. The 
following suggestions should help 
make you a little more comfort- 
able when you're outdoors: 

eWear several layers of 
weight ¢lothing rather than one 
or two layers of heavy gar- 
ments. The air between the lay- 
ers of clothing will act as. insula- 
tion to keep you warmer

Cardinals 20, Redskins 17 (OT) 

There are lots of old Redskins 
today -who might fell you the 
Cardinals didn’t win this game 
— and Mel Gray might agree. 

Trailing 17-10 with 20 seconds 
left and facing fourth and goal 
and the Redskin 6, Hart hit Gray 
on a quick slant over the middle 
at the goal line. As he caught 
the ball, Gray’s old nemesis, Pat 
Fischer, hit him so hard Mel’s 
face mask broke. 

Gray—tumbled-_to_the ground 
and the ball-rolled free almost 
simultaneously. After what 
seemed like hours of consulta- 
tion, the officials signalled touch- 
down and Bakken’s extra point 
tied it.

othe newest wrinkle on the 
supermarket scene is an elec- 
tronic coupon issuing system 
that-works-in- conjunction with 
the checkout scanner. Called the 
Coupon Solution, it is the brain- 
child of Catalina Marketing 
Corp. and is being installed in 
all three major supermarket 
chains in the St. Louis area. 

As groceries are checked ‘out, 
certain pre-selected items 
among those purchases will trig- 
ger a response. When they are 
passed along the scanner, they 
trigger a coupon fora Similar-or 
related item. 

A purchase of pancake mix 
can result in a coupon for syrup; 
a- purchase of Pepsi might trig- 
ger an offer for the next pur- 
chase of Coke; a purchase of a 
name-brand product might initi- 
ate a coupon for a similar 
house-brand item. Some coupons 
are cents-off, some are for free 
items, and all.to be used in sub- 
sequent visits. 
~ Sue Gibson, communications 
specialist for 'Schnuck Markets, 
said Catalina Marketing con- 
tracts with participating manu- 
facturing firms which want-their 
coupons in the system. The cou- 
pons then are programmed into 
the supermarket’s computer sys- 
tem and are printed out: 

“Our term is Personalized 
Checkout Coupons. They are tar- 
geted to what each consumer 

ys and correspond to the indi- 

vidual’s needs. Each order 
determines what coupons the 
consumer gets: People won't be 
bombarded with coupons, but 
more manufacturers probably 
will participate as it goes 
along,”’ Gibson said. 

The coupons for manufactur- 
ers’ brands will change about 
every four to five weeks at 
Schnucks, while coupons_ for 
in-house brands will be issued 
every two weeks, Gibson said 
Manufacturers’ coupon contracts 
usually run in six-week cycles. 

St. Louis is the fifth market 
area to try the Cotpon Solution. 
It is already in use in 475 stores 
in the San Diego-Los Angeles 
area, Chicago, Baltimore-Wash- 
ington and Dallas. Michael R. 
O’Brien, president of Catalina, 
said that within the month Min- 
neapolis and Denver also will 
begin using the new system.
